CULTURE— The  Sweet  or  Sugar  Corn  being  lia¬ 
ble  to  rot  in  cold  or  wet  ground  should  not  be  plant¬ 
ed  until  May,  or  when  the  ground  has  become  warm 
and  for  a  succession  plant  every  two  weeks  until 
the  .last,  week  of  July.

Tomatoes  do  best  on  a  light,  warm,  not  over  rich  soil,  and  much  of 
the  success  depends  upon  securing  a  rapid,  vigorous,  unchecked 
growth  during  the  early  part  of  the  season.  Sow  in  hot  bed  during 
March,  or  from  six  to  eight  weeks  before  they  can  be  set  out  into  open  ground  ;  when  the  plants  have 
four  leaves,  transplant  into  shallow  boxes,  setting  them  four  or  live  inches  apart.  Plant  in  open 
ground  soon  as  all  danger  of  frost  is  over,  about  4  feet  apart  each  way. 


The  p  lants 
are  quite  hardy  with  rath¬ 
er  slender  open  branches 
and  moderate  growth  wel  1 
set  with  fruits,  nearly  all 
of  which  ripen  extremely 
early  in  the  season.  Toma¬ 
toes  are  deep  scarlet  and 
£row  closely  together  in 
clusters  of  five  to  eight.,  all 
of  medium  size,  averaging 
two  and  a  half  inches  in 
diameter ;  they  are  smooth 
and  solid,  quite  thick 
through,  and  free  from  the 
rough  ribs  or  cracks.  The 
flesh  is  deep  red,  with  solid 
center  and  small  seed- cells.

“June  Pink”  is  a  deep  pink  or  pur¬ 
plish-colored  tomato  having  the  same 
character  of  growth  and  fruiting  as 
Sparks’  Far  liana,  while  it  is  fully  as 
early  and  possesses  greater  sweetness 
and  entire  freedom  from  acidity.

For  early  use,  sow  early  as  the  ground 
opens  in  the  spring,  in  drills  from  12  to  15 
indies  apart;  thin  out  to  6  to  9  inches  in  the 
rows;  soon  as  the  first  leaves  appear,  sprin¬ 
kle  with  soot,  wood-ashes,  air-slacked  lime 
or  Slug  Shot  to  de  stroy  the  black  fly  which 
will  devour  the  plants  if  not  attended  to  in 
time.  For  a  fall  and  winter  crop,  sow  in 
July  or  August.  1  oz.  will  sow  300  feet 
drill,  one  to  two  pounds  per  acre.

LARGE  YELLOW  GLOBE.  This  var¬ 
iety  grows  to  a  large  size,  handsome,  globu¬ 
lar  shaped;  color  pale  yellow  with  greenish 
top,  leaves  rather  small  and  spreading.
